Fire Rages 


MOREHEAD CITY, N.C. (UPI) 
—A hellish fire fed by a ship load 
of high octane gasoline and avia­ 
tion fuel burned out of control for 
more than 12 hours today. One 
man was killed and at least 27 
injured in the explosions and fire 
that turned the 600-foot sea-going 
tanker into a white-hot blast fur­ 
nace. 


The fuel-fed flames were shoot­ 
ing 75 to 80 feet high above the 
charred tanker, USNS Potomac, 
aground only about IOO yards 
from storage tanks containing 25 
million gallons of fuel. 


The white-hot hull of the 600- 
foot tanker had cracked across 
the middle and settled to the bot­ 
tom. its stern jetting up. 


The fire fed on quantities of the 
vessel’s cargo of 60,000 barrels of 
fuel oil in the bow section. Flames 
shot higher each time the bow
